USEFUL HIXTS. 



To KEEP seeds from tlie depredations 
of mice, mix some pieces of camphor 
with them. Camphor placed in trunk-s 
or drawers will ijrevent mioe^from doing 
them injury. 

To KEEP yoiuj knives and forks from 
rusting, make a flannel bag, and stitch 
from toj) to bottom, an inch and a half 
apart, a dozen times, nutking a recepta- 
cle for each. Roll and keej) in a dry 
place. 

A TEA3P0ONFUL of black popper will 
prevent gray or bitff linen from spotting, 
if stirred into the water in which they 
are washed. It will also prevent the 
colors running, when wasluug black or 
colored cambrics, or miwlins, and tho 
water is not injured by it, but just as 
soft ns before tlie pepper was put in. 

It is always best to wasli flimuol.s, 
calico cb-essea and iipnuis before the 
white clothes are wet, especially if the 
day is cloudy and thn'atening. Then If 
it rains the white dollies can be rubbeil, 
scalded and left in the rin.sing wati-r, 
and it is u small matter next day to wring 
them out, blue them, and hang them 
out to dry. 

To M.^KR tlie hair stay iu crimp, take 
'2 cents' worth of gum arabic, and add 
to it just enough boiling water to di.s- 
solveit. When dissolved, add ciKHiKh 
alcohol to make rather thin. Let this 
stand all night, and then bottlo it to 
prevent the alcohol from evaporating. 
This put on the hair at night after it is 
done up iu paper or pins will make it 
stay in crimp the hott<!st day, and is 
perfectly harmless. 

O.N'E can havi' tin' liaiuls in sonji snd:* 
with soft soap without injury to the 
skin, if the bauds are ilippfcl in vinegar 
or lemon juice • inniiediatcly alter, Tiic 
acids destroy tho corro.s:\e <'lVects of the 
alkali, and moke tho hands soft and 
wliito.

Edwin Booth, when not on the stage, 
is a great smoker. He never drinks any 
alcoholic liquors. Tea is lus only stim- 
ulant. He ijever attends late dinners or 
suppers, and never has an "out." After 
acting he is very much depressed and 
likes to lie abed to reeuperato during 
much of the next ilay. In the parlance 
of tho day, iOdwin i3ooth is a "re- 
formed" man. From tlio time Junius 
Brutus Booth — his fatln-r — tUed m 18."V2, 
untd the a.ssassinatlon of President Lin- 
coln by his brother John, in 18(35, Edwin 
drank and drank hard. During tho 
greater portion of that time tho threo 
most pr(munent, most talented ami most 
dissipated young men upon tho Ameri- 
can stage were Wm. Ooodall, H. A. 
Perryand Edwin Booth. Billy Oooihill 
and Harry IV-rry are both dead — victims 
of tlrink. The terrible act of his brother 
John roused Edwin from folly. It is 
generally believed that John Booth, the 
assassin, was a very intemporat*' y>mng 
man, but such was not the case. It was 
Edwin who "tossed tho ruby" — John'f. 
weakness was women. From the gay, 
roystering, recldess young madcap ol 
twenty years ago, Edwin Bootli is now, 
and has long been, one of the soberest 
and gravest of men, He is naturally of 
a morbidly melaaobolio temperament, 
and, since his change in habits, be de- 
lights in nothiiip; but his la-otessional 
duties on tho stage, and tho comiiaijion- 
ship of his fa.mily in tho seclusion of his 
home. Upon the street or iu mi;:gling 
among men be is habitually wrai>ped in 
gloom. That he does not attend dinner 
parties and the like is not strange to 
those who know him, for ho does not 
care for society, and never ibd — not even 
iu his youth. His resting the day is 
simply a custom observed by nearly all 
great actors.

PARNELL AND THE LAND BILL. 

Tho leader of the Irish anti-rent 
movement hns nuddeiilj withdrawn hia 
opposition to the passage of the Land 
Bill and announces that ho will inter- 
poso no further obstacles to if 
He says be has receded frora'his recent 
truQulent attitude at tho desire of his 
Irish friends who view with dismay 
and alarm the possibility of an armed 
collision with British troops. iMr. Pah- 
nell's change of front ia remarkable 
and is evidonuo of defeat and discomfit- 
ure. Tlio bitter hostility he and his. 
followers offered to the passage of the 
great remedial measure, from tlie day 
on which Mr. Gladstone first laid it 
before Parliament, was unreasomible 
and factions. That the meii.suro con- 
tains large concessions to tho Irish vox 
poptdi, and that it bears bomewhat 
hardly op the iandlords.are indisimiiiblo 
facts; but Mr. Dillon and Mr. Pah- 
NKLL would have none of it. Tliey 
boldly annonnccd that only a bill which 
aimed at tho destruction of Ifiudlonliiim 
■would be acceptable to the country ; and 
Dillon, for having delivered a disloyal 
•speech in which he proclaimed such to 
be the policy of the land league, now 
languishes in Kilmainhani gaol. Par- 
NELL has managed to keep on the outer 
edge of the disloyal line ; but he lias 
never ceased to remind tho tenants tiiat 
,the land is theirs and not that of t he [jre- 
sent holders. In many respects the Irish 
agitators have had ju.stico on their side. 
In their opposition to rack renting ami 
capricious eviction they have harl the 
syiiipatliy of a inajority of the jieople in 
all parts of the world. But thfo|)position 
to the land bill has ne ver received much 
symputliy. The sudden submission of 
Parnell will, we think, give rise to 
suspicions in the minds of many of his 
followers. These suspicions may be al 
together unworthy; but they will never- 
thnlnBS be verv [jronounced. By tho 
submission of its h-adur a blow i.-, struck 
at the objects of tlieland b-ni^ue Tran- 
quilitv n ay be re.stored to Ireland; but 
it may be at the cost of Parsell s pop 
ularity. In 1844 O'Connell's aub- 
roisNion to a royal proclamation which 
forbade tlio holdins of a mass mreting 
convened l)y him at C'lontarf, lost the 
GroHt Libenitor the conridence of the 
people who had foljowed liini blindly 
for many years. He was not afterwards 
able to reuew the agitation. Unless 
we mistake the character of tho Irish 
people Paknell's sudden conversion to 
the principles of a bill which he has 
unsparingly denounced will entirely 
destroy his inUuence. The bill has yetio 
run the gauntlet of tho House of Lords, 
which it will pass, if it pass at all, in 
an amended form. Perhaps it will be 
shorn of all features that are objection- 
able to tho landlords, and its amend- 
ment may even precipitate a crisis be- 
tween the lords and the colnmon^, 



Eaatorn Canada Mail. 

(Per steamer Geo. E. Starr.) 

St. Joh.v, N. B., Juno 7. — There 
was quite a heavy frost in the country 
last night, and it is said even that ice 
formed. Some injury it is feared has 
been done the growing crops. Tho frost 
appeared chiefly in spots sheltered from 
the wind. 

Toronto, June 7. — Serious damage 
to the crops by the frost of Sunday 
night is reported from various parts of 
the province, the fruit trees liaving 
especially sufTered. In the neighbor- 
hood of Barrie and in the Gatineau 
region ice formed half an inch thick. 
In some districts tho farmers are put- 
ting in their seed afresh. 

Montueal, June 6. — The case of 



buggy came thundering aloii^ at a ter- 
rible pace from behind. Before they 
liad time to get out of tho way a collus- 
ion took place, the shock of which up- 
set the wagon and threw it.s occupants 
with terrific violence to the ground. 
Tho drivef of the team, Thomas Thomp- 
son, was also thrown oiit, but he es- 
caped with slight injury. 31 r. Collins' 
neck was broken, and tlm base of Mrs. 
Collins' skull was frautured. After 
unsuccessful attempts to In-ing the in 
jured back to consciousness a message 
was despatched to the city for a doctor, 
who answered tiio summons promptly. 
On arriving at tho scone of the niislui]) 
and making an examination he saw at 
once that tho injuries received were 
very serious, and [irobably fatal. Mr. 
Collins and liis wife were iininediately 
taken to the Hotel Dieu where both 
died. 

Soil and Sovil in tlio Zlevisod Tes- 
tamont. 

A writer in the New ^'ork Ti'iim — 

evidently a theological scholar — review- 
ing the changes inado by the transla- 
tors of the new version of the Ni'\>- Tes- 
tament, says : 

There is one word which is not to be 
found anywhere in tho old version, 
which has been transferred bodily from 
the Greek tn the revised edition. This 
is tho woril " ILades," which was used 
in (Jreek iiiythologv to denote the 
world of departed spirits. This word 
in tho authorized version was translat- 
ed "hell," and the fact that the schol- 
ars having this revision in charge have 
refused to sanction this translation has 
given rise to the report that the "bell" 
of the Bible was to be abolished. The 
report has no t'ouiidalion in fact. 
Wherever tho word ''(jolienna" appears 
in the original it has been properlv 
(ranalated "hell." Tlio "lIaUPs"of the 
original has a quite difl'ercnt siguilica- 
tion, and by translating it "hell" the 
|)roper meaning of the word was ob- 
scured. An instance of the use of 
"Hades" in the new version is to be 
found in Acts ii., 27, where these worils 
are quoted from P.salais .\vi. in refer 
ence to Cbirst : "Thou wilt not leave 
.My soul in Hailes, neither wilt Thou 
five Tliv lioly one to see corru|)tion." 
The common rendering, "hell." is evi- 
ilentlv here wholU un.^llitable. Tile 
te.xtsimnly prpi.lict;. the resurrection of 
Jesus after ili.s tlealli, allirniing that 
He will not be allowed to renmin in 
Hades, the reiiion of departed spirits. 
In the 3lst verse of tho same chapter 
of Acts, "His soul was not left in hell" 
is changed to "His soul was not left 
in Iliides," and wherever the word 
"Hades" occurs in the oi'ii:ina! it is re- 
tained in the revised ver.sioii. 'I"he 
"heir' of the gosp(!l, the place of eter- 
nal punishment, is retaineil, but the 
word used to describe it in the Greek 
is "Gehenna," and not "Hades." 

The word "devil," which appears in 
the HUthorizetl version very frequently, 
is eliminated in the revision in many 
places. Two very different Greek words 
each translated "devil" by tho men who 
made tho King James version. One of 
these clearly meant the [irincc of dark 
ness, This was the word used in Mat- 
thew iv,, I : "Then w.'is .lesiis led up 
of the spirit into the wilderness to be 
tem]jted of the devil." Then there i.'-; 
the other word, the literal translation of 
which is "demon," which is so often 
used in connection with thosi* miserable 
persons who arc described literally ns 
•'d'-nionized," or, in the free translation 
of the authorized version, as "posse.-seil 
of the devils." The rendering of the 
two distinct words by the same term 
obliterates to the English reader a very 
clear distinction which is made in the 
original. Tho men "possessed of devils," 
or "demonized," were not regarded, 
even by the Jews of tlio days of Jesus, 
as inlluenced by the prince of darkness. 
They were the victitns of a disease 
some of them being ejiileptic, others in

ZB SPEAKS OTJT ABOUT SAITD- 

FOSD FLEZsnra 

And Bolates Some Queer Things, 

Ottawa, June 7. — Tho Pacific Railway 
Commission met at eleven o'clock, when 
Mr. Horotzsky appeared and desired to 
give some further evidence. 

The witness read a long statement to tho 
elieot that Mr. Fleming's evidence that ho 
(Hiirot/.3ky) had been eiiiph lyt-il as a pho- 
tographer was false; that ho had been em- 
ployed as exploring ongineer, had receiv- 
ed tho jiay of an ongineer, ^=100 per 
month, and hud freijuontly been compli- 
mented ciu his otlicioncy as an engineer. 
Ho indignantly denietl Mr. Fleming's in- 
sinuation that ho was not a competent en- 
gineer, and road a va.st number of extract.-i 
from instructions, Ac, to show tliat lie 
(Horetzsky) was held in high estimation 
by Mr. Fleming and Mr. Marcus Smith. 
He also said that ho was frequently com- 
plimented by the miuister,Hon.Alox. Mac- 
kenzie. His statetnents was confined to 
assertions of his own perfornianco as an 
explorer, and a bitter personal attack on 
Mr. Fleming, and contained nothing what- 
ever of general public interest. 

Q. In the statement you have just niado 
you state that there was fearfid extravag- 
ance and incapacity connected with the 
surveys. Can you give any particular? 
A. I could not very well without preiiai- 
ing some not*>s. 1 may say on tho s]iur 
of tho utnment that it used to bo a ln:si 
iiess in British Cidumbia to buy up (dd 
horses and mules fur or §4 and sell 
them next year to the government for 
8150 to ^00. I went into a atmp in Brit- 
ich Columbia oiio Sunda}' in 1875 and 
found a case of brandy in tho engineer's 
tent and tho engineer drunk, whilo 
tho ground was covered with canned 
meats, canned fruits, plum pudding 
anid other luxuries, lu ]H7'J, wheii 
I was making a survey on tho .-Xpplegato 
river, the Indians told me that All'. Gam- 
bie had bought lialf a ton of bacon 'more 
than ho ncedetl, and that the bags had 
been left there, and the b.icon was being 
used by the Indiana. 

Q. ^\'hoso eanip was it in which you 
saw this Sunday feast in 1870 / .\. i dn 
not wish to mention any names, but I may 
say that it was the Bute Inlet survey 
nearest the sea in 1875. T went into tho 
camp in tlie ovoning, and tound the ongi- 
ticer drunk. I know there was luaiuly m 
the tont, for 1 had a nip (pf it myself. The 
Indians told mo that tho ongineer was 
drunk every night. T do not like to men- 
tion any names. 

Witness went lUi to make charges of 
extravagance against Mr. Ciimbie's party 
last year, and against the engineering 
parties generally except his own, which 
lie said was most economically conducted. : 
He then gave his opinion at some length I 
on the subject of exploratory as compared 
with instrumental survey, strongly sup- | 
porting tho theory that the former would i 
have boon tho better system to have [ 
adopted in British Cidnmbia, and cntereii i 
into a very full explanation of his nu n ' 
manner of making exphjratory surveys, I 
which hi) seemed to think was as exhaust- . 
ive and accttrato as any other. 

Q. Had you any experience in oxplor- j 
ation before your first joined tlie Canadian 
I'acilic railway staff I A. No, I do not | 
tliink I ever saw an aneroid barometer 
before 1871, but I very soon learnod how 
to use it. I had no scientific training 
whatever, except that I was fond of read- 
ing up scientific subjects. For five years 
before joining tho Canada Pacific survey I 
had been employed as an accountant by 
the Hudson Hay Company. 

Witness wont on to state that after his 
apponitnient in 1871 he saw a work on 
the barometer written by (ieneral Wil- | 
liarason, U. S. A., who hail been engtiged I 
on the Union Pacific survey, and ihat he \ 
(Horetz.sky) was very iiiucJi .struck by the 
system of survej'ing reconimonded by Gen. 
Williamson; that ho had studied it, be- 
came thoroughly familiar with it, tind ! 
used it in all his explorations with most 
satisfactory results. He complained that 
.Mr. Fleming would not allow his claim for 
a month tho samo as paid Mr. Cani- 
bie, but only $1()0 and said there was 
great extravag.aiieo in m.uiaging tlie Uambie 
party nf 1.S7I'. Witness volunteered to 
give the CI nmiissionors some private in- 
forinatioii which might enable them to 
detect hiiw some of tho extravagance in 
tho cost of surveys had been caused, and 
made an appointment for a private meet- 
ing at half-past two. Tho Commission 
adjourned at one o'clock siii« die.

Alula La.shapelle, the oldest pioneer of 
Oregon, died on the 17th inst: at the ago 
of 100 years. Deceased was born at Mon- 
treal, Canada, in 17H1. Ho first e.inio to 
the coast in 1817 in tlie omidoy of the Hud- 
son Bay company and since that timo has 
never visited tho place of his nativity. Ho 
has resided for tho last 04 years in the 
state and fur the. last 40 years on his farm 
near St. Louis, in ilarion county. Hi' 
leaves a family and a large relationship in 
the statu.

The owners of tho steamship t^iuinta, now 
duo at this port from Hongkong with 
imsBongers and freight, have written the 
Victoria consignee and agent of the ves- 
sel requesting the fullest information on 
the subject of coal supply and instructing 
him to engage a return cargo of Welling- 
ton coal, which h.as boon done, .■\nother 
steamship will bo dispatched shortly by 
the samo house to Victoria; and it is high- 
ly probable that a steady demand will bo 
made by China upon our inexhaustililo 
coal stores. All this is very encouraging 
and tho beneficial efi'ect can scanudy be 
ovorestiniated.

Tho Douglas l£omorial, 

A meeting of the Dougla.'i Memorial 
Committee was held yesterday afternoon 
at Mr, Lowonberg's office for the purpose 
of deciding on a site for the inoimment 
and ttansacting other business in connec- 
tion with it; Dr, Tolmie in tho chair. 

The honorary secretary, B. W. Pearao, 
Esq., stated the object of the meeting and 
remarked that there never had been two 
opinions as to which was tho more eligible 
site for the monument. Beacon Hill or 
the ground in front of the government 
buildings. Tho monument would look re- 
markably well in front of Dallas Hoad, 
while it was altogether too small for the 
summit of Beacon Hill. 

.\11 present coincided in this view of 
tho question. 

The secretary then road a letter from 
tho chief commissioner of lands and works 
dated the 20st inst. declining to assume 
the responsibility of giving permission 
for the monuinont to be erected on tho 
guvornment grounds on the plea that tho 
legislature tilone has tho power of grant- 
ing such a privilege. Mr. Pearso further 
informed tho meeting that knowing such 
were .Mr. Walkem's views ho had applied 
for iH-rinission while th.e legislature was 
ill scs.sioii, liLit had boon put oll'from tinie 
to time till tho session closed. 

As there could be no doubt of permis- 
sion being granted by the legislature at its 
next session it was moved, seconded and 
carried unanimously that tho hon. secre- 
tary address a communication to the pro- 
vincial secretary .asking liiiii to lay the 
matter before the i.'xecut ive council with a 
view of getting permission to erect the 
monument on the proposed site. 

The foUowins; inscription was then ad- 
o[itod : Erected by the People of British 
Columbia to the Memory ef Sir James 
Douglas, K. V. IV, Governor and Com- 
inander-in-Chiof from November, 1851, to 
October, 1804. 

After a resolution had been passed ask- 
ing W. C. .Sifiken, E.sip, to audit the ac- 
counts of tho honorary secretary thu moot- 
ing adjourned. 

The cominitteo then went over to tho 
yard ol the monument contractors, Messrs. 
^Mortimer it Ueid, w here the dill'erent piu'- 
tioiis of tho work are almost com|doted. 
The obelisk will be 27 feet in height and 
five feet sijuiiru at tho base. Tho die, on 
one side uf which, beautifully polished, 
tiio iuscri[)tion will be engraved, is a cube 
about 2A feet each way. This block is 
ca[)ablo of being polished equal to tho cel- 
ebrated .■Vbordeen granite. The material 
for tho whole obolisk was quarried from 
granite boulders in tlu- vicinity of this 
city. 

iNles:u'3. ."Mortimer it Keid'.s contract 
price for the whole work is .^795 and it is 
to be c unploted by liOth .September next 
ensuing. When this si in is paid there 
will still be left on hand about .'i:200 which 
will bo applied to putting uj) a handsome 
iron railing round the monument.

Walter It o.ss, out on his own recogniz- 
ance of §100 to appear to receive sentence 
for selling liquor to Indians, not being 
torthcoining his bail was estreated and a 
sentence of six inonthH* imprisonment 
with hard labor imposed. 

\'. Silcox was charged witli soiling an 
intoxicant to a Fort Rupert Indian wo- 
man. 

Tho prisoner pleaded guilty anil was 
remanded till Friday for sentence. He 
entered with his own recoguizancu of 8L00 
to appear on that day. 

T. Tolly for being drunk and disorder- 
ly was fined the usual five shillings or in 
default six hours' in goal. 

Joseph Spratt, proprietor of the .Albion 
Foundry, on remand, was charged with 
declining to pay road tax for tho men in 
his employ. 

Mr. Drake for plaintiil' and Mr. Pnol«y 
for defendant. 

Mr. Drake produced a cortilied copy of 
by-law No 2it imposing a tax of !?2 on 
every male adult over the age of 18. Also, 
certified copies of bylaws No's. 28, 48, G8 
and 77. Those wore tdl put in as evidence 
for iil.aintitr. 

i\lr. Pooloy for dcfoiidaiit remarked that 
tho only evidence adduced was that of 
Mr. Bull and to this ho would take ex- 
ception. .Mr. Sprati wa.s fully justified 
in refusiiu; to pay the road tax i)ecause 
many of tho men on tho list given were 
not liable. Besides this tho men were 
constantly going and coming, and by-law 
No. 25 staled tliat a male adult sliall lie a 
resident of the province for 130 days before 
bocoining liable for the tax. .Air. P.iill 
nuisl therefore prove that all the nu n 
had lieen residing in the province for th.al 
length of time. On this ground therefore 
he contended that tho summons must bo 
dismissed. Ho then submitted that all 
the other by laws were not valid and coii- 
soquontly he had only N'o. 25todeal with. 
The revenue by-law was of no account as 
it only pro\ idi'd for the collection of 
taxes, and all the others were l)ad as to 
the collection of road tax. He tliiui re- 
ferred to tho Municipality .\ct of 1S74, 
wdiicli was repealed by the .Act of \H7('>. 
This act roniaincd in force till JS.SO uheii 
another statute was passed giving niuuici- 
palities power to collect taxes from em- 
ployiNs of labor for tho first time, l'nder 
this act by-laws had been framed. By- 
law No. 25 was dated 8th February, 1877, 
and was founded on the stiituto nf 1870 
by which taxes becamo due and payable 
on tho 1st April in each year, A clauso 
111 the Act of 1S81 passed oil the 2Utli day 
of March repealed the acts of '7G and 'SO 
aiula repeal of tho statute caused that by 
law to fall to the ground. No penalty 
could have been incurred before tho 1st 
-April. The .Municipal Council had not 
taken tlie precaution under the act to pass 
a new by-law, but thoy had tried to tack 
on an obsolete by-law under which thoy 
are endcavoriiigto collect road tax. He 
therefore submittod that tho by-law has 
no force and that no tax can bo collected 
under it. There is nothing in it creating 
a tax and in coiise(]iianc9 the -Municipal 
Council had no right to go round trying 
to collect the lax. If property holders 
saw fit to pay it of course they could do 
so. On the Ist April there was no tax 
duo and therefore Mr. Spratt had incurred 
no penalty. Ho again submitted that in 
viuw of tliesu objections tho summons 
should be dismissed. 

Mr. Drake conlended that all Mr. Bull 
had to do" was to follow tho by-law. He, 
tho learnod counsel, had nothing what- 
ever to do with the justice or injustice of 
tho act: it had to bo dealt with as it was 
found. -Mr. Bull had only to reipiest tho 
employer of labor to pay the tax f.^r the 
men in hif cst.alilisliment. He h.ad done 
what ho should hiivo done in eliminatiiii; 
the names of thosonnt liableand requiring 
Mr. Spratt to pay for the remainder. Ue 
contended that there was a fallacy running 
all thrinigli the argument of the loarncd 
counsel for the ilefeiico. The contention 
tliat a new by-law .should have been 
framed to meet the oinorgency would not 
hold, ;is that cl.iuse of the act referred 
only to country iiiuiiicipalities ami not to 
those of cities. The learned cninsol then 
traced the construction of thu by-law 
through the iliirorent repealed statutes. 
The Municipality acquired the right to 
impose the read tax long anterior to the 
1st -April and thuroforo tho by-law No. 
25 was perfectly good. Hefurthor read a 
clause which made valid all by-laws till 
altered by the proper authorities. .Accord- 
ing to his loarned frietid's constructinii 
of tho matter overytliiiig would b« in ut- 
ter confusion and ilie ( 'ouncil could not 
collect taxes of any ileseripl ion. ICvery 
corjiuration would be left without any 
laws at all if such wore the case. The 
right of city iiiunieiiudities had been pre 
served by ilio claii.so submitted; and 
tlierefoi-e tins special by-law w.as in force 
anil all others likewise. lie contended 
that niiiler the art and the liy-law -Mr. 
Spratt was fully liable to pay the mad tax 
for .all thu men in liis employ nut assessed 
for real estate. 

His Honor remarked tliat the question 
reipiireil careful contiiderat imi. He did 
not suppose tliat there was any need for 
hurry in the matter and ho would there- 
fore adjourn the case till Thursday the 
3Uth inst. ,1 iiilu'nii'iit was accordingly 
deferred till tli.at d.ite.

THE AFFAIR \ FIASCO. 

A correspondent of the New York 
Herald relates that on April 10lh,when 
he arrived in Pieteriuaritzburg, the 
town was placarded all over with liuge 
posters announcing that a monster mass 
meeting would bo hold in the afternoon 
to protest against what was thereon 
termed the ilisgraeeful and dastardly 
conduct of the Imperial Government 
uii'lor the guidance of Mr. Gladstone, 
inasniueh as itliad given in to tho exor- 
bitant demands of rebels still wielding 
the ariu.s red with the blood of British 
Boldior.s. Preliminary to the meeting a 
procession was formed and paraded the 
two iirlncipal streets of the town. 
I'irst, rilling four abreast, caino some 
forty or fifty mounted men, who were 
the originator.s of tho meeting, but 
among whom there was 

NOT ONE MAN OF ANY IMP0RT.1N0E, 

or standing in the colony. Next came 
a large waggon drawn by a span of six- 
teen oxen draped in black, on which 
was placed an ordinary coffin, and be- 
hind it seated on a.ohair, pinioned and 
ready for execution as a traitor, was a 
figure bearinga very .Tlrong resemblance 
to the Kight Hon. 'W. E. Glailstone, 
A gallows painted black and with a 
noose suspendod roared its ghastly 
height aloft from another waggon fol- 
lowing close bohiiid. A largo crowd 
accomiianied this cortege, but it was 
chiefly composed of boys and Kaflirs. 
The circuit of the town completed, a 
halt was made in tho middle of the 
market square, a largo open spaco of 
sonic toil or twelve acres extent, 

TilK HALLOWS WAS ERECTED, 

the supposed criminal executed, anil 
[ilaced in the collin, and amidst tho 
groans of a large crowd of people who 
had by tliistiino collected a bonfire which 
was lighted iniderncatli,and coflin, effigy, 
and gallows- soon became a mass of 
ashes. Then followed the more- impor- 
tant part of tho demonstration — the 
speech-making ; but before the first 
speaker had finished ox|)laining the ob- 
ject of the meeting his atidianco began 
to show sym])toms of iiiipatienco and 
shouted for tht next speaker, who, 
when he at length obtained a hearing, 
called upon all assemblctl to join in 
common action with other towns in the 
colony, and cable a united .prayer to 
the British Government to pause be- 
fore it was too late~-to "forbear to 
drag 

Tin; .sa.me ok knulanu 
ilirough the iniro of dishonour, and to 
disgrace the flag they all loved and took 
liieir prido in by yielding to a demand 
made by rebels under arms." Several 
other speakers followed in the same 
strain, but there was very little feeling 
shown either way, and an entire ab- 
sence of ontbusiftsin among the crowd, 
who gradually dispersed without even 
passing a resolution or having a free 
fight. The whole affair was a fiasco, 
for
